SectioN 4. There is hereby appropriated out of the
income of the school fund, a sum of money sufficient
to pay for the dictionaries provided for in this act, and
the state superintendent of public instruction shall cer-
tify to the state treasurer the amount of such ex-
penditure.

CHAPTER 17.
[Published March 1, 18617.]

AN ACT relating to fees in certain cases.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tx semate
and assembly, do enact as follows-:

SEctioN 1. In all cases where the amount for which
mortgaged premises are sold shall exceed the sum of
thirty t%ousand dollars, the sheriff or other officer ex-
ecuting the judgment directing the sale, shall be
allowed one-half of one per centum upon such excess,
in addition to the fees aI{)owed by section two of chap-
ter forty-nine of the general laws of 11866.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
